90 Years.

Three of them are living, 
one the widow and the others the 
daughters of revolutionary soldiers. 
The widow is Mrs. Ester S. Damon, of 
Plymouth Tnion, Vt., fX) years old. 
Her husband, Noah Damon, served, in. 
the Massachusetts troops from April 
19, 1775, to May 11; 1780. 


Sarah (J. Hurlburt, of Little March, 


Pa., 86 yeara old, i& the daughter of 
Elijah Weeks, who served two years 
and feix mouths in a Massachusetts 
regiment. Rhoda Augustas Thomp- 
son, of Wood bury, (Jouri., 8." years old, 
is the daughter of Thaddeus Thomp- 
son, who served six years as private 
in Captain John Lamb's company, of 
Xew York troops. 


Two revolutionary pensioners died 


during the .year covered by the report. 
One of them. Rebecca Ma3ro, died at 
Xewbern, Va.. at the age of 91 years. 
The other, Hannah Jewell Barrett, 
who died in Boston on Dee. 25. 1903, 
at the age of 102 years, was the daugh- 
ter of 2s~oah Harrod, a private of the 
Massachusetts troops. 


The only surviving pensioned sol- 


dier of the war of 1812 Is Hiram Cronk, 
of 3Tew York State, who was born 
April 29. 1SOO, and enlisted on Aug. 4, 
1S14. On the same day his father and 
two.brothers also enlisted under Uapt. 
Edniund Fuller in the defence of Sac- 
kett's Harbor. The father arid his 
three sous were honorably discharged 
on Xov. 16, 1814.

Lest the voting public become 


alarmed at tlie immense cost of main- 
taining "the big _ stick. '"'President 
Roosevelt on Sept. 9 directed that the 
annual reports of the various navy 
yards should be held up and kept 
from publication until further orders 
are received from kirn.

A military 
expert who returned"today from that 
show said : 


"A million dollars is an extravagant 


sum for this Government to pay for 
the encouragement of social festi\ ities 
in the army and that is all that these 
manceuA'ers amount to. The general 
staff, which is supposed to direct the 
solutions of the various problems, 
spends its time mostly in the mess 
tent, entertaining the visiting Govern- 
ors of the States. The officers in the 
fields, Generals Grant and Bell, take 
interest in the proceedings, but with- 
out the support at headquarters their 
work is almost thrown away. As a 
matter of fact the only lesson which 
the militiaman is learning is to take 
care of himself in eamp. but three- 
fourths of the boys in America Jbave 
already learned that. He knows that 
it is better to build a small fire than a 
large one because it is impossible to 
get near enough the latter to cook, and 
he know? how to make coffee and 
broil a steak.

and feathers is calculated to cultivate 
a notion of official axithority and posi- 
tion foreign to American principles, 
not of equality merely, but of liberty. 
Public officials in America are in a 
real sense the servants, not. the mas- 
ters, of the people, and the danger 
in the growth of this love of pageant 
is that it obscures that fact and indi- 
cates a return to governmental ideas 
the rejection of which rests at the very 
foundation of -the Bepublic.—Public 
Ledsrer.

The ant came aiid saw, but didn't con- 
quer, the potato bug. For reasons 
best known to himself! he declined to 
give rein to his cannibalistic propen- 
sities.

Jt will pay him to rea- 
lize se%enty-five bushels of corn, or 
twenty-live bushels of wheat, per 
acre, per acre, from twenty-five acres, 
while he may Jose money if he feecures 
fifty bushels of corn, or twenty bush- 
els of wheat, per acre, from fifty acres.
